RETAIL ORDERS PREPAID 


Bulbs from this list will be prepaid anywhere in the United States on orders of $2.00 or 
more. If less than that amount is ordered at one time add 20 cents to help pay for packing 
and postage. Terms are cash in full with order. 


CAUTION 


Don't risk sending currency in payment of your orders. If you do so, it must be at your 
own risk. So please send a bank draft, express money order, postoffice order or check. 


DISCLAIMER 


We use every precaution possible to grow high quality stock and keep varieties true to 
name. However, we will not hold ourselves responsible for crop grown, because the con- 
ditions of planting, tillage and general care are not within our control. However, if bulbs 
are unsatisfactory upon receipt, they may be returned for refund, and if on blossoming 
they do not prove true to name, we will replace with same or other variety of equal value. 
We have discontinued some varieties that have appeared in previous catalogs but have 
added many of the more recent introductions of same color and superior qualities. These 
newer varieties will hold many pleasant surprises for you when you see them bloom. 


TIME OF SHIPMENT 


When ordering please specify when you wish bulbs shipped. We can winter pack and 
ship safely most any time but unless you have a cool airy storage they are better off in 
our own storage until near planting time. 


It helps the customer and the shipper if a few second choice items are listed, as we are 
bound to sell out on some varieties sooner than others. If we are out of large size ordered, 
we usually send medium (also a blooming size) and add extra count to balance. 


SIZES 


Large bulbs contain No. 1 and No. 2 or 114 inch and up. 
Medium bulbs contain No. 3 and No. 4 or % to 114 inch. 
Small bulbs contain No. 5 and No. 6 or 3 to 34 inch.

If interested in quantities of 25 or more of same variety and size, write for our quantity 
list. We have stock enough of some varieties to sell by the hundred and of a few varieties 
by the thousand.

KEY TO LISTINGS 


Below you will find the color class and floret size number listings as compiled by the 
North American Gladiolus Council. It will enable you to know the color class and size 
class in advance, of any variety you may wish to enter in a show. Following variety 
name, in first parenthesis, are figures denoting color class and floret size, followed by 
originator’s name. The last parenthesis contains a figure denoting the number of days it 
requires from planting time until first bloom under average conditions, based on large 
bulbs. Medium or small bulbs require from five to ten days longer in proportion to size. 
Make allowances for locality and climate.

Yellow—Golden Arrow, Spun Gold, Mother Kadel, Golden Beauty and Spotlight are in 
the limelight. 


Buff—Sunspot, Sunlight and the older Dr. Whiteley did best for us. 
Orange—Orange Gold, Daisy Mae, Bittersweet and Crackerjack are a very satisfying 
quarteite. 


Salmon (Emma Joy)—Dieppe, Pioneer, Spic and Span, Junior Miss and Mamie all made 
wonderful spikes for us.

Light Rose—Topflite holds the stage, Rosea a close second. 
Deep Rose—Burma still tops. 


Lavender—Huntress, Myrna Fay, Elizabeth the Queen, Wedgwood and Zelladee elicit 
thrills throughout the season. 


Purple—Margaret Wood and Parnassus for color. Purple Supreme for general per- 
formance, Elanora as a maroon purple. Rangoon a highly ruffled massive spiked 
variety attracted much attention in our garden. 


Medium Blue—Blue Beauty is an oldtimer but always good. Blue Lagoon perhaps the 
best of the newer ones. 


Violet—Abu Hassan and Indigo both have excellent color; but, like most blues, do not 
produce too smooth a bulb.

Lavender blending to creamy throat. Opens 
6 heavily ruffled round florets on tall strong 
spike. 


R. B.—(590) Upton (90) 

Strong grower, fast propagator, immense 
florets (7-inch) of a rusty brown or henna on 
old rose base. 


RECADO—(483) Palmer 
Color: rose ash with rose salmon veinings 
and darker throat splash. Popular novelty. 


RED CHARM—(452) Butt (85) 

Good medium red. Grows tall and straight. 
Produces many bulblets which germinate 
easily. 


RED CHERRY—(450) Roberts (70) 

A scarlet red with rosy undertone, and a 
cherry red throat. Six round frilled florets 
open on a tall straight spike. Bulblets plen- 
tiful and germinate well.

ROSE DELIGHT—(362) Jack (82) 
Deep rose commercial of good habits and 
vigorous growth. 


ROSA-VON-LIMA—(460) Evans (84) 
An old-timer, but still popular. Light rose 
florets on straight sturdy spikes.

Interesting variety. Deep rose with orange 
overtone. 


ROSE GEM—(362) Fischer (78) 

Dainty variety for your early garden. Medium 
rose florets with cream blotch.

. PLANTING TIME—April 25 to June 25. 


2. SITE—In full sunshine, well drained soil. Keep away from buildings, trees and 
shrubbery.

3. PLANTING DEPTH—Bulblets, 2 inches: small size, 3 inches; medium, 3 to 4 inches; 
large, 4 to 6 inches. Rows, 2 to 3 feet apart. 
. In cutting flowers, leave at least 4 leaves intact. 


. LYSOL DIP—1 tablespoon lysol: 1 gallon water. Soak bulbs 4 to 6 hours immediately 
before planting.

NEW IMPROVED CERESAN DIP 


Formula in small amount: 1 oz. new improved ceresan, 3 teaspoons Grasselli Spreader- 
Sticker, 3 gal. water. In larger amount, !/p lb., 5 tablespoons, 25 gal., respectively. 

Mix the ceresan and spreader wetting agent firsi with paddle, avoiding hand contact 
while in this concentrated form. Then add the water while stirring. 


Soak bulbs in thin cloth bags 15 minutes, but not longer ihan 30 minutes, stirring oc- 
casionally. Soak bulblets 30 minutes. Plant same day treated else wash out in several 
water changes to stop the ac.ion and spread out thinly to dry. When ready to make the 
postponed planting, dip for a few seconds agdin. 


6. THRIP SPRAY—2 ozs. tartar emetic; 2 ozs. brown sugar or corn syrup; 3 gallons water. 


Mix well. Spray weekly after third leat of foliage appears until bloom starts. 
7. Dig bulbs about 6 weeks after varieties are done blooming, usually in October. Store 


in coolest part of basement after bulbs have been dried.
